St. Louis, Mo., May 28.—(Special.)j— 
Weifher Carter Harrison nor O. H. P. 3el- 
monf will be candidates for the vice pres- 
fdential nomination, if statements made 
at this stage of the game count for any- 
thing. Belmont has been here to sprak for 
himse?t?, and with a smile childlike and 
bland he assures everybody that he is a 
candidate for nothing in the world. Har- 
rison was not here, but a number of his 
trusted lieutenants and all their 
talk shows that the democrats of Iilinois 
propose to do something else with Carter 
than to allow him to be shelved with a 
nomination for the second placa on the 
ticket. 

Belmont is getting all that he has count- 
ed on in his pro-Bryan play, and that is 
notoriety. I do not mean, to doubr the 
sincerity of his admiration for :he déemo- 
cratic 4eader, but he is uot after chice. 

Belmont enjoys the notoriety he {s 
getting in the newspapers and revels 
in the novelty of being the only fel- 
low in his set who has the distinction 
of being a Bryan man. 

Belmont is wise enough to see that if he 
trained with the wealthy New Yorkers who 
are for McKinley, he would be but a small 
toad in a pond fall-déf “em, “whereas he 
how finds himself much talked about and 
singled out as a possible power in poli- 
— 

With a retinue he came to St. Lovis in 
response to the invitation extended to him 
by the local club in charge of the anti- 
trust dinner, and he would not have been 
human had he not cnjoyed ths attention 
he attracted. He is very human. He did 
enjoy every minute of it. fle found nim- 
Belf pointed out and sought for as he cculd 
Mot have been under any cther circum- 
ptances.

ter his scalp. That phase of -he Illinois 
fight which took up a 90d deal of the 
time of the national committee, was on 
its surface simply the war of the demo- 
cratic Organization on one ef Chairman 
Jones's appointees, but below the surface 
it is the culmination of the Harrison-Alt- 
Geld feud. The mayor is hitting back at 
the man who fought him most bitterly, 
avid if indications count for anything, this 
fs but the first blow of many.

600d stuff, for he is said to be a man of 
Newspaper ability; but in the heat of the 
recent municipal campaign in Chica:zzo he 
Prostituted his position, using it to -ry to 
defeat the democratic nominee. 


Devlin was an enthusiastic Altgeld 
man. Harrison was the democratic 
Nominee, but Altgeld ran as an inde- 
Pendent candidate. What should this 

r. Devlin do but proceed, claiming 
to represent the national committee, 

Tread Harrison and aJl who sup- 
ported him out of the democratic party 
and declare that Altgeld was the only 
Simon-pure democrat alive.

opportunities, looms up 
before the democratic 
party in Illinols. The facts of the po- 
litical situation here are too manifest 
throughout the country to neeqg a de- 
tailed review thereof. Will the na- 
tional committee, by Tllowing a wrecker 
or two, through the use of its name 
and authority, cripple the organization 
in Cook county and in the state at large, 
thereby inevitably throwing the state 
into the hands of the republicans? 

The Cook county organization has no 
candidate. The state organization has 
no candidate in whose interests it asks 
any favors or privileges from the na- 
tional committee. 

Neither organization asks for more 
than the right to be free from attacks 
in the name of the national committee. 
The leaders in each organization, the 
rank and file in each organization, want 
to carry Illinois for the democratic na- 
tional ticket in 1900. Instead of the 
state being carried, however, it must be 
miserably lost, if the present condition 
is allowed to continue and prevail. But, 
in the latter event, responsibility can- 
not properly be placed upon those who 
now in due season and with a solemn 
sense of duty give timely and truthful 
warning. 

If party wreckers are to be upheld, 
party wreckers must logically and just- 
ly be looked to for results in the fight 
that is before us. 

While that last clause has, of course, 
direct reference to Devlin, it is also aimed 
at Altgeld—at least, is so construed. 
Devlin Repudiatel by Committeemen. 

So far as the case of Mr. Devlin was 
concerned, the committee would have made 
short work of it had it not been for the 
feeling that out of courtesy to Chairman 
Jones, he having appointed Devlin, the 
matter should be referred to him. It took 
that course. The practical effect is, how- 
ever, the repudiation of Devlin and to some 
extent, of Governor Altgeld. 

The conditions in Illinois, as described 
to me by Congressman “Buck” Hinrichsen, 
the famous democratic leader of that state, 
indicate clearly that the former governor, 
by his action in trying to defeat Harrison. 
has practically eliminated himself as a 
political power. Hinrichsen was chairman 
of the Illinois state democratic committee 
while Altgeld was governor and at the 
same time was, I believe, secretary of 
state. He was the governor’s stanchest 
supporter and is generally credited with 
having built up the machine which gave 
Altgeld such great power in the state. 

Coming from such a source, the statement 
has much more weight than it might have 
if made by a man known to be unfriendly 
to Altgeld. 

Altgeld No Longer Factor in Illinois. 

“The inevitable result of the action 
taken by the national committee to- 
day,’’ said he, after analyzing that ac- 
tion, ‘“‘will be the elimination of Altgeld 
as a factor in the democratic politics of 
Illinois. The fact is, and the democrats 
of the country at large might as well 
know it, that the former governor can- 
not possibly exert any influence upon 
the politics of the party in our state in 
the future. Nobody gainsays the gov- 
ernor’s ability, but he has done the par- 
ty a vast deal more harm tthan he has 
done it good; and when he deliberately 
endeavored to defeat the party ticket in 
the mayoralty race this year, he drove 
from him the last vestige of democratic 
following. He has placed himself outside 
the democratic’ party and his political 
life is fast drawing to a close. And,” 
added Altgeld’s former political ally, 
‘it will be a good thing for the party of 
the state and of the nation. You know 
that the cry of Altgeldism did our par- 
ty infinite harm in 1896; Altgeld’s promi- 
nence has also of late years hurt us 
through the state of Illinois, for there 
are thousands of demucrats who have 
chafea@ under the Altgeld brand. The less 
the governor is allowed to figure as a 
leader in the future, the better it will be 
for democracy. He can get absolutely 
nothing from the democrats of_ his 
state.’’ 

Harrison for Governor. 

Hinrichsen does not take to the suggestion 
of Carter Harrison for vice president. 

‘I do not expect to see him in the 
race for second place next year, for we 
are going to make him our candidate 
for governor. He is the strongest man 
in the state and he will have no oppo- 
sition. We must have him and it is 
practically a settled fact that he will 
run. 

“Our chances? I think tthey will be 
good, The republicans wiil have to swal- 
low Governor Tanner again, for the 
politicians have decided that he is to 
have renomination, the differences be- 
tween him and Senator Cullom having 
been patched up. We believe many re- 
publicans will support Harrison rather 
than Tanner and that we can carry the 
state. Of course that would help us very 
much in our efforts to carry‘ the state 
for the national ticket, and you know 
we must have Illinois to win.’’ 


OEIO WOULD INDORSE M’KINLEY 


Republican State Convention Wants 
President Renominated. 
Cincinnati, May 28.—The unusual interest 
in the republican state convention at Co- 
lumbus this week is due to its indirect 
effects on President McKinley next year, as 
well as to its direct effects on state fac- 
tions and cqntending candidates this year. 
In the earlier skirmishing there was talk 
of the possibility of a state administration 


that would use its influence to secure an | 


anti-McKinley delegation from Ohio to the 
republican national convention next year. 
Since all but four of the eighty-eight coun- 
ties have selected delegates, it is found 
that about the only thing the delegates 
are unanimots upon is the indorsement of 


the national administration. All the candi- 
dates for other places on the state ticket 
as well as those for governor have had 
strong resolutions adopted in their counties 
for their delegates to indorse the national 
administration. Even the Kurtz-Bushnell- 
MecKisson element announce that they are 
not against McKinley, but that they are 
against Hanna and any candidates favored 
by Hanna, ;

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WILL ACT WITH THE DEMOCRATS 


Ex-Senator Dubhiis Taiks for thea Fil- 
ver Republicans, 

Blackfoot, Idaho, May 28.—Ex-Senator 
Dubois, chairman of the executive commit- 
tee of the national silver republican party, 
was interviewed today as to the present at- 
titude of the silver republicans. Mr. Du- 
bois said: 


“The silver republicans will meet in na- 
tional convention at the same time and 
place as the national democrats. 

“The persistent statement made by the 
republican papers that silver ts a dead issue 
is the expression of their wish, but not of 
a fact. Those who supported Bryan in 1896 
will support him again unless they have 
scme special reason for not doing so. There 
will not be many who will abandon princi- 
pies deliberately adopted for personal or 
special reasons. The democrats will with- 
out a doubt declare against the policy of 
the administration and against imperialism. 
The issues in 1990 will be the same as in 
1896, only intensified and more clearly de- 
fined, and the candidates for president will 
be the same, 

“McKinley will be supported by the ag- 
gregation of wealth and all that they rep- 
resent. Mr. Bryan will be supported by the 
reform fofces, 

‘So far as the silver republicans are con- 
cerned, they are interested in the success 
of the principles which they supported in 
the Chicago platform, and Bryan has not 
changed and the Chicago platform will be 
readopted., 

‘The union of the democrats and silver 
republicans will be more complete and har- 
monious in 190 than ever before, and 
everything points to a victory of the reform 
forces. 

“There is no disintegration of the silver 
republicans except in the visions of those 
who wish the euccess of the gold stand- 
ard trust controlled, the imperialistic re- 
publican party.”’ 


SOCIAL DEMOCRATS OF MASSA- 
CHUSETTS HOLD CONVENTION. 


Candidates Are Nominated and a 
Platform Is Presented and 
Adopted. 


Boston, May 28.—The state convention of 
the social democrats was held in this city 
today, twenty-five branches being repre- 
sented by fifty-six delegates. A _ state 
ticket was placed in nomination, a state 
central committee elected and a platform 
containing a declaration of principles was 
adopted. 

Representative James Carey, of Haver- 
hill, acted as chairman. The following 
state ticket was placed in nomination: 

For governor—Winfield P. Porter, of 
Newburyport. 

Lieutenant governor—Isaac W. 
Brockton. 

Secretary of state—Charles H. Bradley, 
Haverhill. 

Treasurer—C. White, Winchester, 

Auditor—A. McDonald, Boston. 

It was decide. to conduct an aggressive 
campaign. The principal demands in the 
platform are: 

Revision of our antiquated federal con- 
stitution in order to move the obstacles 
to full and complete control of the gov- 
ernment by all the people, irrespective of 
sex; public ownership of all industries 
controlled by monopolies, trusts and com- 
bines; reduction of the hours of labor 
to eight hours per day, and further in 
proportion to the increasing facilities of 
production; labor legeslation to be made 
national as well as local and international 
where possible; equal civil and political 
rights for women and the abolition of all 
laws discriminating against women; aboli- 
tion of war as far as the United States are 
concerned, and the introduction of inter- 
national arbitration instead; the right of 
trial by jury in case of contempt of court; 
a more efficient employers liability law; 
self-government for cities and towns in all 
local affairs; the state to assume life and 
fire insurance.

THE WET SEASON 
FINDS FILIPINOS 
FULL OF FIGHT 


Just as the Americans Find Activity 
" [mpossible the Insurrection 
Takes on New Life 


REBELS BECOME AGGRESSIVE 


United States Troops Are Kept In the 
Trenches Constantly Watching and 
Always Ready for Battle, 


LUNA AND MASCARDOIN OLO TRENCHES 


Insurgents Construe the Peace Nego- 
tiations as Meaning That Otis’s 
Men Have Had Enough and 
That They Will Become 

Inactive, | 


Manila, May 28, 8 p. m.—The approach of 
the wet season finds the insurrection seem- 
ingly taking a new lease of life. All along 
the American lines the rebels are showing 
more aggressive activity in their guerrilla 
style than at any time before since the fall 
of Malolos. They keep the United States 
trcops in the trenches sleeping in their 
clothing and constantly on the alert against 
dashes upon the outposts, and they make 
life warm for the American garrisons in the 
towns. 

The bands of General Luna and 
General Mascardo, whi:n retreated to- 
ward Tarlac when they feared they 
would be caught between General Mac- 
Arthur and General Lawion, have re- 
turned in force to their old trenches 
around San Fernando, where are daily 
collisions. 

Opposite our lines on the south protecting 
Manila, all the way around to San Pacio, 
Macati, the Filipinas have three rows of 
trenches most of the distance. 

Reports from prisoners indicate that the 
insurgents construe the peace negotiations 
to mean that the Americans have had 
enough of fighting. The Filipinos are also 
encouraged by the belief that the Ameri- 
cans are preparing for an interval of inac- 
tivity during the wet season. This period 
is sure to be followed by much suffering. 

Thousands of acres that were under 
cultivation last year have not been 
plowed this year, and the government 
will probably be obliged to feed thous- 
ands, just at it fed the Cubans. 

Friendly natives, Amigos, continue to 
pour into the American lines by land and 
river routes, coming from the territory of 
insurrection into the country where the 
passage of the two armies has left no 
food, and practically throwing themselves 
upon the charity of their conquerors, Such 
able-bodied men as are not in the Filipino 
ranks have been kept busy, and old men, 
women and children form the mass of the 
refugees. These are doing some plowing, 
but they will be confronted with hunger 
before they can realize any  sgubsistence 
from their crops. 

The United States army has organized a 
system of distributing rice at Malolos and 
some of the smaller towns where Filipinos’ 
stores were captured, but the latter wiil 
soon be exhausted. 

The United States transport Morgan City, 
which arrived here from San Francisco 
with 600 recruits for various regiments, sail- 
ed today for Iloilo with the troops. 

As it was impossible to take to Spain 
the remains of the Spanish general, Monte- 
ro, who was fatally wounded in a recent 
engagement with the Filipinos in the island 
of Mindanao, and who died while being 
brought here from Zamboanga on the 
transport Leon XIII, it Was decided that 
the interment should take place in Manila. 
The funeral took place todas hundreds of 
Spanish soldiers and civilians attending. 
The Spanish papers declare that Montero 


Was a victim of the Spanish government's 
neglect. 
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WORK OF THE SECOND BRIGADE. 


General Irving Hale Submits a Report 
to the War Department. 
Washington, May 28.—The war depart- 
ment has made public a report from Gen- 
eral Irving Hale, who commanded the 
Second brigade, Second division of the 
Eighth army corps at Manila, upon the 
stirring events between the nights of Feb- 
ruary 4th and 9th there. This division 
was quartered in the vicinity of the water- 
works, and a portion of it, the Nebraska 
regiment, fired the first shots that began 
the active fighting with the insurgents. 
General Hale tells the story of the opera- 
tions of his command with great pre- 

ciseness and military dryness, 

He says he received his first information 
of the outbreak along the front of the 
Nebraska regiment through the lucky 
hearing by one of his operators of a part 
of a telegraph dispatch that was passing 
over the wires from Colonel Stotsenberg 
to divison headquarters. His account of 
the beginning of the difficulty with the 
insurgents agrees in every respect with 
the stories of Colonel Stotsenberg and Gen- 
eral MacArthur, and he adds that his own 
troops did not begin firing until the in- 
surgents’ firing had been going on for 
some time. 

The first opportunity that the United 
States troops had to test the real quality 
of the insurgents appears to have been 
at the attacks on the block houses near 
Sampoloo cemetery. Here, says General 
Hale, the First Colorado regiment made 
a charge in fine style, rushing and halting 
alternately in case the enemy's fire be- 
came too strong. When half way to the 
block house the insurgents broke from 


the earthworks, bushes and houses in 
surprising numbers and ran for the hills, 
the Americans picking them off as they 
ran. Thirty-five were gathered up in the 
immediate vicinity, twenty-four dead 
and eleven wounded. This movement bioke 
the insurgent center and showed that 
they could not stand a charge. There- 
fore, the tactics were repeated and other 
charges were made by other regiments of 
the command with like gallantry and suc- 
cess, the Tennessee and South Dakota 


troops being commended among others. 


General Hale speaks in one portion of 
the report of finding the body of Assist- 
ant Surgeon Young, of the Utah battery, 
with a powder-stained bullet hole in his 
head, indicating that he had been cap- 
tured and killed after his capture. 

The successful campaign against Mari- 
quina to protect the waterworks is set 
out in detail and an explanation is afforded 
of what at the time appeared to have 
been a check experienced by the advanc- 
ing American forces. General Hale tells 
how his troops had been excellently placed 
and stopped the advance because of the ap- 
proach of darkness, this deciding them to 
remain where they were until morning. 
General Hale then says: 

“Lieutenant A. P. Hayne, California 
heavy artillery, who had voluntarily ac- 
companied Major Goodale as aid, express- 
ing a desire to return to the city, was al- 
lowed to do so, and on his arrival went 
to the department commander with a 
rossly exaggerated story of the situation, 
yn the strength of which the department 
commander directed the withdrawal of 
the battalion, Captain Krayenbuhl and 
Lieutenant Perry, of the brigade staff, with 
a platoon of Oregon troops as escort, and 
carrying two canteens of water per man, 
with a larger supply on a cart, were there- 
fore dispatched to the relief of the Twen- 
ty-third battalion. An orderly was sent 
to the waterworks to notify Colonel Stot- 
senberg of the withdrawal of this cover- 
ing force on his left, so that he could 
take other means for protection. It was 
found that the report was practically, 
groundless; that the position was a strong 
one; that there was no firing and no ap- 
parent danger, and that Major Goodale 
was reluctant to withdraw, especially at 
night. They therefore left the platoon 
there and returned, Lieutenant Perry re- 
porting the facts to the department com- 
mander, who authorized me to leave the 
battaHon where it was and proceed ac- 
cording to “my best judgment in the 
morning. This was about 3:30 a. M.4 
February 7th.’’ 


GEN. OTIS SENDS CABLEGRAM. 


Movement of Troops in the Philip- 
pines Is Described. 
Washington, May 28.—The war depart- 
ment today made public the following dis- 
patch from General Otis, commanding at 

Maniia: 

‘Manila, May 28.—Two battalions Twenty- 
third infantry in quiet possession Jolo. 

“Spanish troops withdrawn from Zambo- 
anga after battle with insurgents, with se- 
vere loss to the Jatter. Spanish loss nine 
killed, twenty-seven wounded, among whom 
Commanding General Montero died from 
wounds: buried here yesterday. Insurgents 
used rifles, artillery and ammunition cap- 
tured from gunboats,-expending major part 
of ammunition. Conference followed be- 
tween Rios, who went from Manila to 
withdraw troops and insurgents. Latter 
stated to him would not oppose landing 
Americans, but would accept conditions in 
Luzon. Spanish troops withdrawn now 
here depart for Spain tomorrow. 

Feeble attack by insurgents on inhabi- 
tants southeast portion Negros necessitat- 
ed sending battalion troops from Manila 
there: Will soon restore. 

“Insurgent falsehoods circulated in south- 
ern islands of overwhelming insurgent vic- 
tories in Luzon keep up excitement in that 
section among the’ more ignorant classes, 
although intelligent people know American 
arms have never met reverse, and they call 
for United States protection. ' 

“Have turned over to navy for use on 
coast southern islands number of purchased 
Spanish gunboats, from which excellent re- 
sults are expected.”’ 


CAPTAIN TILLEY IS MISSING. 


CABLE REPAIRING PARTY IS AT- 
TACKED BY NATIVES. 


United States Army Officer Has Been 
Carried Away by the Is- 
landers. 


Washington, May 28.—General Greely to 
day received a cablegram from Major 
Thompson,at Manila, reporting that a party 
landing for the repair of the cable at Esca- 
lante, island of Negros, had been treacher- 
ously attacked by natives; that Captain 
George H. Tilley, signal corps, is missing, 
and that the worst is feared. 

Tilley’s services in the Philippines have 
been marked by such ability, courage and 
zeal that his superiors placed him in the 
foremost rank of subordinate officers. 

The cable operations referred to are not 
those of the signal corps, but of the East- 
ern Extension Cable Company, that has 
been permitted to repair and replace cer- 
tain cables in the Viscayan islands. Tilley 
dcubtless accompanied the expedition as the 
representative of the United States, the 
supervision of all telegraph lines and cables 
being a part of his duties. No other casu- 
alties in the signal corps have been as yet 
reported in this expedition.

PARIS IS STILL STUCK FAST. 


NINTH ATTEMPT TO FLOAT THE 
LINER PROVES A FAILURE. 
Five Tugs Were Used, but the Vessel 
Could Not Be Moved the 
Least Bit. 


Coverack, Cornwall, May 28.—The ninth 


attempt to float the American line steamer 
Perizs was made this evening and proved an 
utter failvre. Her bow is absolutely im- 
paled by the rocks. 

Five tugs were used in the endeavor to 
tow her off, three others standing by for 
an emergency. Her boilers, excepting 
those used for the pumps, were emptied to 
lighten the ship. 

The effect of the strain of last week’s 
attempts is apparent in the increase of 
water in the engine room. Efforts to pull 
her off will now be discontinued, and it 
is proposed to concert some new plan for 
lightening the vessel. 

The pertinacity of the attempts to tow 
the liner has caused considerable surprise 
among experts here, owing to the impale- 
ment of the bow, as her removal by towing 
must mean, in the opinion of experts, the 
tearing off of the bow. 


NINE BODIES IN THE ASHES. 


HORRIBLE FATE OF A FAMILY IN 
SOUTH CAROLINA. 


House Burned Through Negligence of 
a Man To Builc a 
Chimney. 


May 28.—Mail advices 
from Hardeeville, 8. C., say that about 
three miles from that village, on the 
Oestreicher farm, on Tuesday night, May 
23d, occurred a terrible tragedy. 

A two-story frame building on the farm 
was occupied by Jacob Solomons, his wife 
and seven children, the eldest aged sixteen 
years and the youngest an infant of one 
year. 

On Wednesday some one passing saw that 
the house was gone, and on approaching to 
investigate, found that every vestige of it 
was burned, and the bodies of the nine oc- 
cupants, or rather the charred trunks of 
nine human bodies, were lying in the ashes. 
The coroner's inquest, held on the 2th 
instant, disclosed these facts: That the 
house was occupied by Solomons and his 
family, and was scattered in the lower 
story by the last autumnal storms, which 
also carried away the chimneys; that Solo- 
mons had resorted to the makeshift of 
building two fires—one to cook

on and the other for warmth—inside the | 


lower stories of the house, on two circular 
mill saws raised from the board floor on 
small pieces of iron. The smoke, sparks 
and flame escaped from the fire as best they 
could. Evidently after the family had 
retired upstairs, the blow that came up 
at 12 o’clock that night fanned the flames, 
which communicated to the partition of the 
stairway and set the house afire. Agonizing 
shrieks were heard by ‘a neighbor a mile 
distant, and must have come from these 
unfortunate creatures when they were pre- 
cipitated into the holocaust that was yawn- 
ing below them. 

Jacob, the father; Amy, the wife and 
mother; Rollins, Mattie, Charley, Norne, 
Isaac, Willie and Mamie were all burned. 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury was in 
each case that they came to their deaths 
through the culpable negligence of Jacob 
Solomons in neglecting to build a chimney 
for the family’s use. The scene at the 
place of the catastrophe was ghastly and 
sickening in the extreme.

Denison, Tex., May 28.—This morning at 
11 o'clock an extra freight train. eastbound 
on the Trans-Continental division of the 
Texas Pacific, was wrecked two miles east 
of Whitesboro.

EMPEROR RECEIVES DELEGATES. 


Tubercuosis Congress Has Reached an 
Adjournm ni. 
Berlin, May 28.—Fixty-six delegates who 
had attended the tuberculosis congress, 
whose proceedings came to an end here 
yesterday, were presented at noon todav 
to Emperor William and Empress Augusta 
Victoria at Potsdam. Two representatives 
were selected from each delegation for the 
presentation, Dr. J. C. Boyd, of the United 
States naval medical corps, and Dr. Von 
Schweintz, representing the United States. 
There were no speeches. The duke of 
Ratibor made the introductions to their 
majesties. Emperor William chatted 
pleasantly with each delegate and receiv- 
ed a most agreeable impression manifestly 
from the American delegates, of whom he 
made special inquiries regarding sanitaria 
for tuberculosis in the United States. His 
majesty expressed regret at the tendency 
to denude the United States of forests.

GIVEN $19 CACH 


One Hundred and Eleven Men Make 
Application for Money, 


ROLLS WHOLLY UNRELIABLE 


Cighly af the Applicants Could Not Show 
Any Service, 
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SOME OF THEM HAQ THEIR ARMS 


Twenty-Five Men Who Are Paid Turn 
in Their Guns and These Will Be 
Placed with the Havana Au- 
thorities by American 
Officials. 


Havana, May 98. —There were lll appli- 
cants today for shares in the $3,000,000 which 
the United States have offered as a gratu- 
ity to the Cuban troops. Thirty were given 
$75 each. The others were not on the rolls, 
although they had guns which they were 
ready to turn in and certificates of service. 

The United States military authorities 
consider that the rolls are very unreliable. 
Indeed, the opinion is freely expressed that 
a large proportion of the names are ficti- 
tious and that the rolis omit a majority of 
the names of those rightly entitled to share 
in the gratuity. The object of this, appa- 
rently, is to discredit the entire proceedings 
and to show the Cuban public that a large 
number of the troops refused to take 
American money. 

Lieutenant Colonel George M. Randall, of 
the Eighth United infantry, the commis- 
sioner superintending the distribution here, 
went carefully over the rolls of one batal- 
lion with its commandant. He pointed out 
thirty-four names of men who are dead 
and names of others who had not been 
heard of outside the rolls. Of those paid 
today twenty-five turned in arms -Mausers, 
Remingtons and carbines. The other live 
showed receipts from the vouchers. 

The payment will continue untli 
tomorrow in Havana city, but Colonel Ran- 
dall believes it will be necessary to have 
additional days after a while here and 
extra pay rolls for men who have undoubt- 
edly seen service. He also believes that 
were the payment ‘to be continued in Ha- 
vana for the next three days at least 99 
per cent of those entitled to apply would 
do so. Most of those who received shares 
today asserted that they only heard by 
accident that the distribution was now 
actually taking place. 

Colonel Randall will send to Senor Per- 
fecito Lacoste, the mayor, all the arms 
turned in today. 

The first payment outside of Havana 
will be made on Tuesday, at Santiago de 
Las Vegas, whither Colonel Randali, the 
clerk and thirty soldiers will go with the 
paymaster. 

General Carpenter, military governor of 
the department of Puegto Principe, arrived 
today to attend the eeting of military 
governors, summoned by Governor General 
Brooke for Thursday next. He reports 
that affairs in that province are in good 
condition, that ithe people continue at work 
and that there is no trouble from brigands. 
The muster-out of the volunteers leaves the 
Eighth cavalry, numbering 300 men, and 
the Fifteenth United States infantry, num- 
bering 700, as the forces of occupation. 
General Brooke intends to modify the mort- 
gage extension decree some to exclude 
properties that were bankrupt before the 
rebeliion and city property.

The Delegates to the Peace Confer- 
ence Hold Consultation on 
Sunday.

The Hague, May 28.—The newly appointed 
sub-committee of the third committee of 
the peace conference, the arbitration com- 
mittee, will meet tomorrow. It will be 
known as the drafting committee, indi- 
cating in its name the scope of its func- 
tions. ° 

The delegates have worked unceasingly 
today, although the formal labors of the 
conference were suspended. An effort is 
being made and with a certain degree of 
progress, to combine the Russian and 
British proposals in such a way that the 
report of the drafting committee may se- 
cure the support of both parties in the 
plenary committee. M. De Staal and Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, chiefs of th® Russian 
and British delegations, respectively, and 
other delegates, had a long eonference 
today with this end in view, aad there is 
no doubt that an agreement iy principle 
will be reached. 

The hope of the welegates that a perma- 
nent arbitration board will be established 
is rapidly’ improving. The difficult points 
now relate to the composition of the trib- 
unal, how the representation of the powers 
is to be arranged and the limitations to 
be placed upon the jurisdiction of the 
board. 
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A SUCCESS FOR THE AMERICANS. 
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Modification of the Geneva Convention 
Is Discussed. 

London, May 29.—The corretpondent of 
The Morning Post at The Hague says: 

“The discussion of the propased modifi- 
cation of the Geneva conventioy provisions 
regarding sick and wounded neutrals con- 
stitutes a distinct success for tke Amevican 
delegates. When it was first QBroached the 
Russians declined to take any part in the 
discussion, on the ground that the subject 
was not mentioned in the circylar of Count 
Muravieff. 

“The Americans urged that the Dutch in- 
vitation included all subjects bgegring on the 
circular,.a view w'hich the cosference up- 
held. As yet the Russians haye not aban- 
doned their position, and they will make 
another effort tomorrow to have the Amer- 
icans’ proposals rejected on technical 
grounds. Interesting developments are ex- 
pected.”’ ; 
America’s Plan Winning. 

London, May 29.—The Daily Chronicle's 
correspondent at The Hague says: 

“The British delegates have practically 
withdrawn their opposition to the American 
demand for neutra] rights on the sea sim- 
ilar to those already enforced on the land, 
and it is now believed that @ermany will 
also agree..’ 
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COMPLIMENTS AMERICANS NOW. 


London Paper Discusses Question of 
Permanent Arbitration. 

London, May 23&.—The Times, in an edi- 
torial dealing with the prospects of the re- 
sult of the peace conference will be a per- 
manent arbitration tribunal, says: 

“No government or people have devoted 
themselves with greater ardor to the study 
of theory or arbitration than the govern- 
ment and the people of the United States. 
The Americans not only possess great, law- 
yers, but are a community in which knowl- 
edge of legal principles Is more widespread 
than in any other. 

“American jurists have done much to up- 
hold the doctrines. of international] law in 
the past and in their treatment of large 
questions they have often displayed lum- 
inous insight, firm grasp and fundamental 
principles and a solid erudition not 6sur- 
passed by the legal writers of any modern 
state.”’ 
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ENGLAND’S CASE IS STRONG. 


London Paper Reviews the Alaska 
Boundary Dispute. 


London, May 29.—The Times this morning 
publishes a special article explaining all 
aspects of the Alaskan boundary dispute. 
It believes that England's case is ‘very 
strong”’ and that “she has every interest in 
going to arbitration, provided the terms of 
reference are satisfactory,’’ adding that 
“those of Venezuela precedent might fair- 
ly be accepted on both sides.”’ 

The article speaks favorably of the com- 
promise plan for Itternationalizing the 
wharf at Skagway and the White Pass 
road as far as the Canadian frontier. 


Smalley on American Sentiment. 

London, May 29.—George W. Smalley, the 
New York correspondent of The Times, 
commenting on the “easy-going attitude’’ 
which the American press takes regarding 
the Canadian matter, contrasts these ex- 
pressions with those used. at the time of 
the Venezuela dispute, and says: 

“There could not be a more convincing 
proof of the change in American sentiment. 
There is no sign of a disposition to rake 
a hostile view. It is assumed that Eng- 
land will ultimately to what is right and 
will not suffer the wishes of Canada to 
out weigh her sense of justice.” 


DR. GREEN MAY NOT ACCEPT.

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Young Man Leaps from Broeklyn Bridge 
and Comes Up All Right. 
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A STEAMER RESCUES HIM 


Jump Was Made from Highest Point 
of the River Span. 
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GREAT CROWDS WITWESSED THE DESCENT 


———— 
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When Brought Ashore Howard Kretz 
Was Taken to Hospital, but Was 
in No Way Hurt. 
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New York, May 28.—Howard Kretz, @ 
young man about twenty-two years old, 
who says he is an art student of the 
Academy of Design, in this city, made a 
startling and successful jump from the 
Brooklyn bridge just before dusk this even- 
ing and came out of the river uninjured. 

Just before 6 o'clock Kretz boarded a 
trolley car bound for Brooklyn. It was an 
open one, and offered all the advantages 
which he was looking for. When the 
trolley reached a point about 100 yards from 
the first arch, near the highest point of the 
span, Kretz leaped from the car, and like 
a flash, vaulted over the high railing. He 
took no time to steady himself for a per- 
pendicular drop, an@ swung some distance 
out from the structure before he assumed 
an upright position. 

The passengers jumped from the car and 
peered through the railing, while hundreds 
of persons on the promenade tried to get a 
glimpse of the figure. Kretz’s body flashed 
through the air almost in a perpendicular 
streak. He struck the water feet first, 
cleaving it like an arrow. He disappeared 
for some seconds, and then shot up into 
view again, only to disappear for the second 
time. The waters had hardly closed over 
him when he reappeared and immediately 
struck out strongly for the New York shore. 

One of the deck hands on the freight 
steamer Vulcan, of the Norwalk line, which 
was coming down the East river at the 
time saw Kretz flash through the air and 
disappear in the water. The deck hand 
gave the alarm, and the Vulcan was headed 
for the young man, who was by this time 
swimming. A line was thrown to Kretz, 
and he was hauled aboard the freighter, 
which immediately put in for her dock in 
the East river on the New York side. 

When taken on the Vulcan Kretz placed 
his hands on his abdomen as if in pain, but 
when the boat reached her dock Kretz 
sprang from the boat onto the wharf. He 
was at once taken into custody and hurried 
to the Hudson street hospital. Not the 
slightest injury was:on his person, but he 
was suffering from shock. He was detained 
on the charge of attempting suicide. 

Kretz is about five feet eight inches tal] 
and weighs about 140 pounds. He lives in 
this city. He said that he had been read- 
ing a book on theosophy, and that he want- 
ed to demonstrate that a man, by exer- 
cising his will power, could do anything he 
wished without_injury to himself. 


TORNADO SWEEPS NEBRASKA. 


Churches, School Houses and Dwell- 
ings Are Destroyed. 

Central City, Neb., May 28.—A tornado 
passed through the northern part of Ham- 
ilton county last night, destroying from 
$75,000 to $100.000 worth of property, includ- 
ing fifteen dwellings, a church, a school- 
house and two iron bridges across the Blue 
river. Orchards, groves and fences were 
leveled and much stock killed. Cedar trees 
sixteen inches in diameter were broken Off 
or uprooted as easily as corn hills. 

The Danish Lutheran church, together 
with a small parsonage and a large barn 
belonging to the church, were scattered in 
all directions. In nearly every instance 
where a farmhouse was destroyed the oc- 
cupants took refuge in the cellar, and be- 
yond a few bruises no one was injured.

Father and Six Children Killed in a 
South Dakota Tornado..

HE LED A VARIED CAREER. 


KANSAS CITY PHYSICIAN SHOOTS 
HIMSELF 
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Through the Head—More Than Once

Kansas City, May ‘°8.—Dr. Richmond 
Cornwall, a prominent local physician with 
a varied career, committed suicide in te 
home of his brother-in-law, Dr J. C. W hit- 
tier today, shooting himself through the 
head and dying almost instantly. He left 
a note saying that despondency over “nane 
cial affairs prompted the ict. : 

Dr. Cornwall was thirty-three years od, 
and leaves a wife and chili. He came 10 
Kansas City from St. Louis several years 
ago, and had passed through several th) .al- 
ing experiences in his lifetime. 

Barly in life he was accused of taking 
the life of a young St. Lois girl by mess 
of poisoned flowers. Nine months laier he 
eloped with a prominent St. Louis girl. She 
died suddenly, and allegations of yolsoning 
were made. Her body was about to be 
cremated when her relatives demanded 
that the coffin be opened. ahe matter was 
dropped. He was also connacted with the 
disappearance of Miss Maude Belie Bone 
steel, daughter of a Kansas Clty physl- 
cian, in 1894, and who has never ocen 
found to this day. 

In St. Louis, on July 7, 1897, Dr. Corn- 
wall killed a brother, Hervsert Cornwe il, 
whom he claimed to have found in the 
act of beating their father. We was tried 
for this latter crime and found not guilty. 
There were no witnesses. 

Four years ago Dr. Cornwall married his 
second wife, Miss Ida Wo dis, whose ja- 
rents live in Michigan. 


HIS JUGULAR VEIN WAS CUT. 


Dead Body of George Wilson Found 
Near Montgomery.

The dead body of George Wilson, a thicty- 
year-old negro, was found alongside the 
Centra] railroad track, about a mile from 
the city, this morning.

From The Savannah News. 

Dr. George H. Hepworth, the represen- 
tative of The New Yorn Herald, doesn’t 
seem to have been very successful in his 
search for a remedy for lynchings. In 
his visit to Georgia he found material 
for very interesting articles, but his mis- 
sion appears to have had no other result. 
He talked with the people at Newnan and 
he found human nature there just about 
what it is in New York. The conclusion 
he reached is that the administration of 
justice must be more prompt if lynchings 
are to be checked; but that is a remedy 
which .has been discovered here in the 
south until it is threadbare. No doubt if 
the punishment of criminals were sure 
and swift by legal means there would be 
a falling off in the number of lynchings, 
but something else is necessary to check 
the tendency of the people to take the law 
into their own hands when crimes for 
which lynching is i..c most common are 
committed. Mr. Hepworth seems to have 
found out one thing, and that is that the 
people of the south have a condition of 
affairs to contend with that is unknown 
at the north, and he appears to have 
reached the conclusion that if a similar 
condition existed at the north lynchings 
would be as common as they are in the 
south. The criminal element in the south, 
in proportion to the population, is so much 
larger than in the north that it is not 
difficult to account for the greater num- 
ber of lynchings in the south.

BISHOP CANDLER PREACHED 


Commencement Sermon of Wesleyan 
College Yesterday, 


REV, ATKINS WAS TO HAVE PREACHED 


On Account of His [llness, Bishoy 
Candler Took His Place—Discourse 
Was Eloquent—Ergineer 
Winship Is Comiag 
Home. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
com, Ga., May 2.—‘Sunday Newspapers” 
was the subject of the discourse this morn- 
Rev. R. R. White, pastor of the 
First Presbyterian church of Macon. He 
was very severe in his denunciation of 
them. and to judge from what the divine 
saiq he considers them as vile concoctions, 
and absolutely hurtful and injurious. He 
declared that they contain nothing that 
is elevating, beneficial or refining, and only 
calculated to do evil. He regards them as 
a medium for conveying sensational news 
and matters that shoulg not be discussed 
or published on the Sabbath. Rev. White 
saw nothing in the Sunday newspaper that 
He emphatically asserted that a 
man who seven days in the week 
is not phys&a™y, mentally or morally 
strong. He spoke at some length, and the 
more he talked the severer became his 
denunciation. There were members of his 
cengregation who were greatly surprised 
at the severity of his remarks. Usually, he 
is very conservative in his views and ob- 
servations, and not given to sensationalism, 
but he broke his record this morning.

James Aikins, D.D., of Nashville, would 
deliver the baccalaureate sermon, but on 
aceount of his illness he could not be 
present, and Bishop Candlcr, who was In 
the city attending the meeting o7 the trus- 
tees of Wesleyan, was appealed to in the 
emergency, and he delivered a discourse 
of great beauty, eloquence and power.

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AUGUSTA AND GAS QUESTION. 


NEW COMPANY SEEMS TO -, 


WINNING. 


Conference with Mayor and Council 
at Which Gas Was Dis- 
cussed. 


Augusta, Ga., May 28.—(Special.)—Augusta 
has had quite a little stir in her city coun- 
cil over the gas question. The Augusta 
Gaslight Company has long had the field 
to itself and consumers have had to pay 
$2 per 1,000 feet for gas, until the Ist gf last 
January, when a reduction was made to 
$1.50 per 1,000 feet on all,bills paid before the 
10th of the month. 

A few months ago a new concern came 
to Augusta and tried to buy the old com- 
pany, but they could not agree upon terms. 
Then the new company took out a charter 
and said it would enter the field and give 
Augusta a first-class up-to-date plant. The 
old company claimed the privileges of the 
streets and there has been quite a contest, 
in the nature of a debating society, before 
the city council. 

Recently the old company has announced 
an immediate extension of its mains into 
those sections of the city not now served by 
its pipes, and a further reduction of gas to 
$1.25 for illuminating purposes, and $1.00 per 
1,000 for cooking. 

In the meantime the new company is urg- 
ing its claims to recognition before the 
council and asking permission to lay mains 
and establish a plant. At a conference be- 
fore the mayor and city attorney last night 
and the special committee to which the 
question was referred, it was about agreed 
that the new company might proceed with 
its work and have the privilege of the 
streets, but would be required to give $20,000 
bond for the faithful performance of its 
promise to build a complete up-to-date 
plant of 90,000,000 feet annual capacity, 
Standard gas, and lay such mains as will be 
provided for jn the contract with the city. 
If the old company should be bought in at 
any time before the completion of the new 
plant, then under this bond the company 
surviving must improve the old plant and 
extend the mains so as to give the city 
the benefit of just such a modern plant as 
the new company now claims that the city 
should be provided with, 

It is reported there tonight on good au- 
thority that a majority of the stock of the 
old gas company has been pooled for sale 
at a stipulated price, and that it has been 
bought by a syndicate other than the new- 
ly chartered gas company, but the names of 
the purchasers are withheld for the pres- 
ent. 


DR. MARSHALL’S SERMON 


At the Commencement of the M. G. M. 
and A. College at Milledgeville.

PLATES FOR BOGUS — 
MONEY ARE FOUND 


Engraver Bredell Tells Where His Work 
Was Seereted. 


ACCUSED WANTED CLEMENCY 


Government Officials Declined To 
Make Any Promises. 


FULL CONFESSION HAS BEEN MAD 


Plates for Tens, Twenties, Fifties and 
Hundreds Are Now in Possession 
of the Detectives. 


Washington, May 28.—Chief Wilkie, of the 
treasury secret service, has received in- 
formation from Special Agent William J. 
Burns that he has secured the counter- 
feit face and back plate of a ten-dollar 
legal tender United States note with the 
portrait of General Sheridan made by S&S. 
Bredell, the Philadelphia engraver, who, 
with his pal, Taylor, is under arrest 
charged with being implicated in the 
wholesale counterfeiting scheme recently 
unearthed at Philadelphia and Lancaster, 
Pa. Their possession was secured through 
a confession made last week by Taylor 
and Bredell, in which Bredell said that 
the plates were buried in the earth at 
Snowhill, Md., where he formerly lived 
and where his father now resides, the 
prisoner confessing that he had engraved 
the plates himself. Acting upon this in- 
formation, Agent Burns promptly went 
to the place described and without diffi- 
culty secured the, plates. 

Chief Wilkie expressed the opinion that 
the plates secured are the last of the lot 
counterfeited by the men under arrest. 

Plates for $20, $50 and $100 notes already 
had been secured, but Chief Wilkie he- 
lieved that attempts to counterfeit the 
smaller denomination of $10 also had been 
made and efforts to discover if this was 
the case were made. Last week the at- 
torneys for the imprisoned men communi- 
cated with the fovernment officials and 
endeavored to ascertain what immunity, 
if any, would be extended the men if they 
confessed to the further knowledge they 
had. Mr. Wilkie consulted Secretary Gage 
regarding the matter, and a reply was 
made to the effect that no binding promise 
could be given on the part of the govern- 
ment. This was followed by a further 
confession. 

When the cases come to trial a statement 
of the last confession will be made by the 
government's attorney, leaving the court 
to act on it as it may deem beg.

Americus, Ga., May 2.—(Special.)—It will 
be a surprise to many here if trouble does 
not occur at Andersonville next Tuesday, 
(Decoration day, among the thousands of 
negroes assembled there from all points in 
south Georgia and Alabama. The order of 
Governor Candler, requiring the sheriff of 
iSumter county: to summons an armed posse 
of fifty men to keep down rioting, has been 
rescinded, and only the company of regulars 
from Fort McPherson will be present to 
keep the peace. The negroes in this section 
resent the idea of sending an armed posse 
to preserve order, and are disposed to be 
ugly. Excursion trains will carry thousands 
of them to Andersonville on that date. 
Several negroes here bought arms and car- 
tridges yesterday, it is said, and the usual 
number of free fights and homicides among 
the lawless element attending will probably 
take place. Decoration day never passes 
without one or more of the negro excur- 

sionists being killed at Andersonville.

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BISHOP GAINES IN FLORIDA, 


Preaches to a Large Congregation on 
the Negro Problem. 
Jacksonville, Fla., May 28.—(Special.)—A 
large crowd of people were at Mt. Zion 
church this morning to hear Bishop W. J. 
Gaines, of Atlanta, Ga., preach the bac- 
calaureate sermon before the graduating 
class of Edward Waters college. The 
bishop preached from this text: “That our 
sons may be as plants grown up in their 
youth, that our daughters may be as 
corner stones, indeed polished after the 
Similitude of a palace.’”’—Psalms exliv, 12. 
The theme of the discourse was “Tha 
Right Training of the Youth.” The bishop 
Said in part that it was one of the most 
hopeful signs of the times that the negro 
race was alive to the subject of educa- 
tion. David uses two striking figures to 
Symbolize the growth and development of 
sons and daughters. The first is growth of 
a plant and the second the polishing of a 
palace, These similitudes are taken, one 
from nature signifying the education of the 
sons so as to develop strength; the other 
from art, typifying the education of the 
daughters in order to develop beauty of 
soul and character. As long as education 
is in the hands of good Christian men it is 
a powerful agency for the elevation of 
man, but a godless education becomes an 
agency of evil, destroying our institutions 
and Civilization. The colored race must 
wake up to the fact that it needs culti- 
vated men. Youth is the time for prepara- 
tion for the battles of life. The young men 
must improve every opportunity, seize the 
passing Moments and turn them into edu- 
cated Christian woman to a corner stone 
polished after the similitude of a palace. 
‘‘Woman,”’ said the bishop, “‘is the corner 
stone of the building whieh we call human 
Society. Wherever woman is exalted and 
honored, there society is g00qd and pure 

and true.”’ 

Before closing his sermon Bishop Gaines 
took occasion to econdemn in most em- 
phatic language lynching and the crime 
that occasions them. He had no sympathy 
or regard for that class of men that will 
dishonor a woman and rob her of her virtue 
Yet, in spite of these crimes, Christiaa 
men and women must take a stand for 
righteousness and lead the race on to noble 
and virtuous gleeds. 

The sermon was logical, forcible and elo- 
quent and was enjoyed by both the white 
and colored people present. 

This is the- beginning of the commence- 
ment exercises of this school, which ig 
tapidly coming to the front under the man- 
agement of Professor Richardson, the 
president.

‘‘We believe it is high time to siop this 
movement toward greater license on Sun- 
day,” said Dr. Stradjey yesterday, ‘The 
Methodist ministers are strongly opposed 
to the sale of anything on the Sabbath 
day that is not absolutely necessary, and 
Wwe are going to raise yvur voices 
in favor of closing tne shops 
that are violating the laws of God and man 
every Sabbath. We believe the city coun- 
cil-should enact such laws as will regulate 
Sunday observance more sirfietly for the 
future, and that will be the object of our 


Visit to the councilmen.” 


Dr. Stradley, of Trinity, and Dr. Hol- 
derby, of Moore Memorial, preached two 
powerful sermons yesterday on Sabbath 
khesecration. These discourses were the 
Opening guns from the ministerial battery 
Hired in the fight against Sunday sales. 

Dr. Stradley spoke from the following 
text: 

“Remember. the Sabbath day to keep it 
holy. Six days shalt thou labor and do all 
thy work; but the seventh is the Sabbath 
of the Lord thy God: in it thou shalt not 
do any work.’ Exodus, xx, 8-10. 

“Time does not permit,” said he, ‘“‘and 
necessity does not require that we join in 
the friendly war of words that has been 
Waged about this commandment since the 
days of Constantine. The Antinomiams 
said it was a puositive, tne church factors 
that it was a moral precept. Mr. Paley, 
in his great work on political and moral 
Philosophy, has taken the middie, and 
probably the right ground,. that it is mix- 
ed; that is, both a positive and a moral 
precept. 

“Another point disputed is that of the 
day to be kept, some contending for the 
Seventh, the majority for the first day of 
the week. As a matter of fact, uo partic- 
ular day is important, except for the sake 
of order and uniformity. The command- 
ment simply requires one day in seven. 
in this the majority ought to rule, and 
make the observance uniform. For this, 
the reasons are many and obvious. 

“Last Sunday we had the privilege of 
Studying the subject in the light of the 
text, ‘The Sabbath was made for man.’ 
We said that God, out of regard for the 
Physical and spiritual necessities of His 
Creature, sanctified the seventh of the 
time for rest and religious exercises. We 
are taught: that the holy Sabbath is a type 
of heaven. What that place is, we ought 
to try and make this sacred day to be a 
little heaven let into the toil and sorrow of 
man’s earth life. It would offend you to 
Speak of heaven with rush and stvife of 
trade, and feverish pursuit of purely sen- 
Suous pleasures—the fruit stands and ci- 
Gar stands of heaven. 

“The open stores and clamorous dealers 
along the streets of god; the Sunday pa- 
bers, and street cars, and railway trains 
entering the great central depot of heaven. 
Such things are unthinkable. such a heaven 
is not desirable to those who hope to get 
there. Others have no more care as +o 
that Sabbath than they have as to this. 

€ have reached a point in this discus- 
sion where we prefer not to dogmatize. 

The word is God,’ and it is plain, ‘keep it 
holy.’ Holy is the word which tall angels 
USe in describing and worshiping God. In- 
to its fullness they gather all the moral 
attributes of Deity. 

‘And this is the word God uses in com- 
Manding us as to the observance of the 
Sabbath. He gives us 6!x days in which to 

our work—the work that relates partic- 

Ularly to this life—and then says express- 
y that we ‘shall not do any work’ of this 

ind on His day. 

I only beg you to take into your hearts 
these words, ‘thou shalt not do any work,’ 
— let every one be his own judge as to 
a far his life is in line with God’s holy 
law.

At Moore Memorial. 

Taking the fourth commandment as a 
text, Dr. Holderby preached a powerful 
sermon yesterday morning on Sabbath dese- 
cration. He made a forceful and sweeping 
arraignment of the Christians especially 
who, the showed, were chiefly responsible 
for the violation of God's great law, be- 
cause they compelled the sin by forcing 
their employees to work seven days in the 
week or sanctioned it by their vote. He 
had no words of apology for the city coun- 
cil in Heensing the sale on the Sabbath of 
soda water and tobaeco, for which there 
was moO necessity. Much more consistently, 
he said, could they open the bakeries and 
butcher shops. 

“One of the crying sins,’ said he, “‘of the 
times is the violation of God’s Sabbath. 
1 know that the church is guilty of a tre- 
mendous sin before God, and its Sabbath 
aesecration is one reason why it is accom- 
plishing so little. The Sabbath was made 
for man’s physical and intellectual nature, 
but above all, for his spiritual nature. One 
day in seven is a very little time to prepare 
for eternity. 

“Some of the most terrific curses in the 
Bible were visited upon the Israelites be- 
cause they desecrated His holy day, and 
Just as sure as God lives, His judgments 
will come down upon those who are now 
Violating His command. The man who 
works seven days in the week will spend 
his last years in pain and misery or drop 
into an untimely grave. This is an inexo- 
rable law of God. 

“I want to say that the churck of Christ 
is responsible for this violation. If every 
church member would put his foot on the 
desecration of the Sabbath it would cease. 
I say that there are Christian men who 
ought to hang their heads in shame be- 
cause they are compelling poor men and 
poor women to rob God of His day. They 
are aoing a tremendous damage _ to the 
cause of Christ, bringing shame and re- 
proach upon His name by robbing God Al- 
mighty of His day, and His people of the 
rest they should have. 

“I blame the city council for allowing dif- 
ferent shops to sell soda water and tobac- 
co on the Sabbath, for which there is no 
necessity. It is a shame to the city of At- 
lanta. I can see where the sale of bread 
and meat on the Sabbath might in some 
cases be a necessity, but that of unnec- 
essary things is in direct violation of God's 
law. 

“Only works of mercy and necessity 
should be done on the Sabbath. There 
should be no sort of wicked amusements. 
The Christian man who goes to the theater 
on Sunday is no longer a Christian. Those 
who go to picnics or the so-called sacred 
concerts got up by the devil are in open 
defiance of God's law.” 

The Sale of Fruits. 

While the ministers are working to shut 
up all shops on Sunday, Councilman Mc- 
Cullough will introduce an ordinance to al- 
low the sale of fruit on Sunday. He be- 
lieves that it would be no harm to sell fruit 
and thinks the stands should be allowed to 
remain open. He is backed in this move- 
ment by a large number of citizens and sev- 
eral councilmen and will work assiduously 
to have his ordinance passed. It is need- 
less to say that Alderman Turner and the 
ministers will wage a fierce war on this 
measure, and there will be much interest 
manifested in the result. « 

The ordinance of Alderman Mayson gov- 
erning the railway crossings in the center 
of the city is now before the committee 
on electric and other railways, and will be 
considered by that body toward the last of 
this week. ‘The measure prohibits asl 
freight trains passing over the Loyd, Pryor 
and Whitehall street crossings between the 
hours of 6 a. m. and 10 p. m. Alderman 
Mayson thinks this about the best way of 
getting rid of the street crossing nuisance 
and will urge the adoption of his ordinance. 

It is needless to say the railroads will 
oppose such a move. It is claimed that 
were they not allowed to handle freight 
over these crossings in the day time it 
would cripple their freight business. There 
are several members of the council who 
also believe it would be unwise for the 
city to take such steps at this time, and 
there is no doubt that the measure will 
meet strong opposition in the council. 

The movement is one which greatly con- 
cerng the public and the subject is one of 
the most important that has been. before 
council in some time. 

The prison matter isin status quo. Attor- 
ney General Griggs has written accepting 
the Dickey site, and it is now with the 
city to furnish it. Mayor Woodward 
thought last week he would call a special 
meeting of council, but it now looks as if 
the matter will not be taken up until] the 
next regular session. 

The citizens of Richardson street are go- 
ing to appear before the electric railway 
committee this week and ask that the At- 
lanta railway be prevented from taking up 
its tracks on that thoroughfare. The peo- 
ple are indignant over what they claim to 
be an attempt to deprive them of street 
car service, and if council decides to grant 
the petition of the Atlanta railway the citi- 
zens claim they will carry the matter to 
the supreme court if necessary.

Shorter Than Usual. 


G00D YEAR'S WORK HAS BEEN BONE 
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Harry <A. Cole Secured the First 
Honor, and Henry D. Phillips 
Captured Second Honor 
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Forty-four young men will receive diplo- 
mas from the Boys’ High school next 
Thursday night. The commencement” ex- 
ercises will occur in the Grand opera house, 
where the entire class Will appear on the 
stage, with the members of the board of 
education occupying prominent seats in the 
boxes. The presentation of the diplomas 
will be made by President Hoke Smith, of 
the board of education. 

The graduating class this year is the 
largest in the history of the institution. 
The number in foymer graduating classes 
ranged from thirty-six downward, and this 
is the first time that the forty mark has 
been reached. The work of the principal of 
the school and teacher of the graduating 
class, Professor W. M. Slaton, has been 
proportionately increased, but the boys 
have aided him to a great extent by thelr 
splendid deportment during the entire year. 

There has been no friction between Pro- 
fessor Slaton and his pupils. The curriculum 
has been completed, the members of the 
class making splendid progress in their 
various studies in addition to taking sev- 
eral courses not prescribed in the curricu- 
lum by the board of educatioh.

The graduating exercises next Thursday 
night will begim promptly at 8:30 o'clock, 
and will last less than one hour.

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Creditors of Southern Mutual 
Have a Hearing. 
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Receivers Filed a Petition Asking In- 
structions from the Court—About 
$50,000 Is Now in Bank. 
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It was announced the first of last week 
that Judge Candler would sit on the bench 
of the civil branch of the superior court 
this week, but Judge Lumpkin has an- 
nounced that he will continue to hold his 
court, as Judge Candler has been called 
away to hold court in Screven county, 
where he will remain for the entire week. 

The case of the Southern Mutual Building 
and Loan Association is set especially for 
this morning, and the hearing in that case 
will probably begin when the court con- 
venes. 

The case was set for a hearing several days 
ago, but-a postponement was asked, and 
today named as the time to take it up. 

Every feature of the business of the de- 
funct concern will be investigated, as well 
as the management of its affairs under the 
receivers. 

Judge J. A. Anderson and M. A. O’Byrne, 
who were made receivers, have been mar- 
shaling the assets of the concern as rapidly 
as possible, but have not succeeded yet in 
getting the affairs of the association in an 
entirely satisfactory condition. 

There now remains in the bank about 
$50,000 in cash, which the receivers have 
petitioned the court to allow them to invest. 
Many complicated legal questions have 
arisen since the petition was filed. The 
preferred creditors and those shareholders 
who have given notice that they wish to 
withdraw, and others who have put in 
claims have so complicated the affairs that 
the receivers in their last petition asked 
the court for special instructions regarding 
the disposition of the assets now in hand. 

There are a large amount of uncollected 
claims, and some of the shareholders have 
failed to keep up the payment of their dues 
on stock. 

The hearing of this case this week will 
consume several days, and every feature of 
the litigation will be gone into. It is 
thought that the attorneys for different 
classes of creditors will want different rem- 
edies applied to the settlement of the affairs 
of the association, and many perplexing 
legal problems will confront the court.

The man she 
married was T. A. Jackson, and the At- 
lanta relatives of Mrs. Jackson say the 
man is not of steady habits and is at times 
very intemperate. They say they feared 
from the moment they heard of her mar- 
riage to Jackson that something might 
happen to her. 

Mrs. ‘Virgil Wallace and Miss Mollie 
Body, two of Mrs. Jackson's daughters, 
made the following statement to Call Officer 
McCurdy: 


Daughters Tell the Story. 
“We desire the police of Atlanta to look 


for our mother, Mrs. T. A. Jackson. About 
a week ago Mr. Jackson called at the home 
of our sister, Mrs. Poindexter, in Chatta- 
nooga and said his wife was missing and 
he wanted to know if Mrs. Poindexter had 
seen anything of her. He was told that 
our mother had not been heard from for 
several days. Mrs. Poindexter-writes us 
that Mr. Jackson’s manner and conduct 
were very excited and suspicious. She 
wrote us all the facts, thinking that, per- 
haps, our mother might have taken a no- 
tion to visit us in Atlanta. Yesterday. we 
received another letter from our sister in 
Chattanooga and she stated that nothing 
had yet been heard of Mrs. Jackson and 
that the worst was feared. There is a bare 
possibility that she decided to leave Chat- 
tanooga to try to find us here in this city 
and she is lost. For that reason we have 
decided to appeal to the police.” 
Hint Strongly of Foul Play. 

Mrs. Jackson is described as a woman 
about five feet, eight inches in height, and 
one who does not look near as old as she 
really is. She has never had but one ai- 
tack of temporary insanity and it is possi- 
ble that she is again suffering from a sim- 
ilar attack, although her relatives in At- 
lanta do not accept this theory. They 
hinted to the police very strongly that they 
believed Jackson knew the whereabouts 
of his wife and was instrumental in getting 
her out of his way in some manner. 

The police authorities of Chattanooga 
have also been appealed to and they are 
making an effort to locate Mrs. Jackson. 

One of (Mrs. Jackson’s Atlanta’ relatives 
said to the police officer yesterday: 

‘Perhaps Jackson has had his wife -con- 
fined in a madhouse and he took that 
method to get her out of his way, as he is 
much younger than she is. We all knew the 
marriage was not a proper one, but we 
knew of it too laite to take any steps to 
prevent it. We only hope that the worst 
Jackson has done, if he Is indeed the cause 
of his wife’s disappearance, has been to 
place Mrs. Jackson in an asylum. But 
the trouble may be graver and more serious 
than fhat.’’

Says His Race Is Forced To Endure

President Henderson, of Morris Brown 
College, Roasts the Country on 
the Race Question.

The ‘baccalaureate sermon was preached 
yesterday at Big Bethel African Methodist 
Episcopal church to the graduates of the 
Morris Brown college by President James 
M. Henderson, bp. D. 

“Christian Evolution’ was the subject of 
the address to the graduates of the col- 
lege. His text was “God said let there be 
light."’—Genesis, j, 3 


v. 


Dr. Henderson said in part: 


“This command emanates from God Him- 
self. It is synonymous with the command, 
‘Let there be Life.’ 

“Light is the first act in the drama of 
creation. This command is not given to the 
world with reservation. Obedience is not 
elective; it is imperative; divine injunction. 
Everywhere this divine command is being 
obeyed, and darkness, whch has envelop2d 
the earth for ages, is being’ dispelled. 

“Light is breaking. A truly progressive 
mind will offer no resistance to truth from 
whatever source jt may come. Any science 
is progressive only in so far as it corrects 
errors and discovers new facts. New light 
everywhere gives evidence of progress. The 
voice of our century is advance! 

“It was formerly believed that the doc- 
trine of evolution was both irrational and 
atheistic. This was largely due to the fact 
that the doctrine was made synonymous 
with Darwinism. This was a grave error. 
Darwinism is both materialistic and atheis- 
tic. Evolution is neither. 

“Lght is a symbol of life. Darkness is a 
symbol of death. The social conditions will 
advance or retrograde accordling as the one 
or other of these antithetic forces pre- 
dcminates. A practical illustration of this 
fact is seen in America today. We are liv- 
ing in a shadow where the tenure of life 
and property is uncertain. 

“A cancer of social cast is enawing at tlhe 
vitals of this nation, and the prophet of the 
future need not be pessimistic to see that 
unless there shall be a speedy revolution 


of existing conditions the days of this fair 
republic are numbered. 

“America, insensible to the dawn of 
twentieth century light, countenances 
most unjust discrimination. She is the 
scene of barbarities which are found no- 
where else within the pale of civilization. 
And yet, in the face of it all, the American 
pulpit, which so busily concerns itself with

the questions of higher criticism, labor, 
capital, imperialism and expansion, as to 
lay it liable to the charge of secularization, 
is upon this question which relates to life, 
liberty and happiness of one-seventh of the 
most loyal and patriotic of her citizens, al- 
mcst as silent as death. 

“Let it be said in lasting praise to a few 
southern clergymen who have had the cour- 
age of their convictions that some of the 
mncst noble utterances on the vexed race 
‘problem have come from them. 

“The theory of justice and the quality 
which Americans so widely proclaim is at 
variance with their practice. Under the law, 
all men are equal. In practice. the most 
unjust and invidious discriminations are 
made. The popular sentiment of this coun- 
try has not yet been brought up to the 
plane of equity where the rights of every 
citizen are regarded as equally sacred, and 
each individual is prcotected by the full 
force of the law. 

“In no nation are unjust discrimination 
and barbarities so frequent as in our owr. 
No nation makes louder proclamations for 
law and good order; nowhere is the ethe- 
real light so frequently flashei as here. 
Yet no nation on earth so shamefully dis- 
regards and crucifies every sense of honor 
gnd justice. 

‘And we do not charge the burden of this 
spirit of lawlessness wholly to one section 
of this country. But the overt acts of the 
one and the silent acquiescence of the otner 
should receive alike the cundemnation of 
every law abiding citizen. 

“When America’s boasted sentiment of 
right, justice, freedom and equality shall 
be rezlized, then, and only then, shall we 
find a remedy for our social ills. Then 
shall there be light.’’ 


DR. MOORE SPOKE TO NEGROES 


Delivered Baccalaureate Sermon at At- 
lanta University Yesterday 
Morning. 

Rev. Edward C. Moore, D.D., of Provi- 
dence, R. I., preached the baccalaureate 
sermon to the graduating class of the 
Atlanta university yesterday morning, and 
delivered an interesting discourse on the 
burdens of life and the need of the ad- 

ministering angel. 

The sermon was preached in the Ware 
memorial chapel before a large number 
of colored students of the school and oth- 
ers who gathered to hear the exercises. 

Dr. Moore took his text from first Kings, 
xix, 7: ‘‘And the angel of the Lord came 
again the second time and touched him, 
and said, ‘Arise and eat, for the journey 
is too great for thee.’ ’”’ 

Dr. Moore said in part: 


“You may wonder that I have chosen 
for precisely this commencement scene 
and for a lesson for you young men and 
women, to call up the picture of an old 
man, worn with toil, breaking beneath re- 
sponsibility, begging God that He would 
let him die. 

“I choose it, my young friends, because 
this Elijah seemed to me to be the very 
figure of the mood of a good deal of the 
best life of our generation. 

“Elijah is here the picture of all !deal- 
ists, of all brave and Christly souls in 
their need of held from above, and the 
more Christly they are the more they 
have that need. 

“Elijah did not go to look up the angel. 
He was thinking of his duty, of the ser- 
vice which the Lord demanded of him of 
the crisis in his own and in the nation’s 
affairs at which he stood. He was tired 
with what he had been doing, He was 
more tired with what he was going to 
do. So the angel came and touched him 
as he lay. 

“It does not occur to the angel to deny 
that the journey is great. The task un- 
dertaken at God's bidding is overwhelm- 
ing. He takes care simply for the pro- 
vision of the strength which shall be equal 
to the task.

PREACHED ELOQUENT SERMON. 


Rev. H. H. Proctor Talked Interést- 
ingly of Life of Peter. 

Rev. H. H. Proctor preached an eloquent 
and impressive sermon at the morning ser- 
vices at the First Congregational church, 
colored. yesterday. His subject was the 
character of Peter, and the text was, “Thou 
art Peter.’’. Mat. xvi, 18. 

In substance Dr. Proctor spoke as fol- 
lows: 

“In character Peter was like a rock. 
When we think of some of ‘his actS we are 
ted to doubt this, but considered in its 
general trend we see in it the fulfillment of 
the Lord’s prophecy as indicated in the 
new name he gave him—rock. 

“Peter was like a rock in affliction. He 
not onlv exhorted to steadfastness in af- 
fliction, but he demonstrated his sincerity 
by following this Lord to death on a cross. 
Many of you are passing through severe 
afflictions. Like the rock by the seaside, 
you are enguifed by the billows at high 
tide. Rut having done all, stand; you will 
be washed clean. 

‘Peter was like a rock in his influence. 
He was a great rock in a weary land. 
There was ‘healing in his shadow. He fine- 
ly illustrated the law of helpfulness of the 
higher manhood. Intelligence owes a debt 
to ignorance, wealth to poverty, holiness to 
iniquity. We that are strong must bear 
in infirmities of the weak.”’ 


QUEER DAMAGE SUIT 
THAT MAY BE FILED 


There may be filed in Atlanta one of the 
most novel damage suits that has ever 
gone on the courthouse records. It 1s all 
about a tooth, which the owner claims he 
was induced to part with in such a manner 
as to defraud him of the molar, and he says 
he will claim damages for the lost tooth if 
his attorney, now considering the case, de- 
cides that it is feasible to bring sult. 

The complainant in this unique transac- 
tion will be John Bruce, better known as 
‘Happy John,” who devotes much of his 
time to looking after the destitute and 
afflicted. 

If the suit for tooth damages is brought, 
the defendant will be an ex-policeman. 

A short while ago John Bruce discovered, 
or thought he discovered, a compound that 
would make tooth-pulling harmless and 
painless.

make the pulling of a tooth an easy matter 
and a painless operation.

{llustration. 

This novel clinic is said to have taken 
place as follows: 

Bruce, having no unsound tooth, showed 
the policeman a good and solid molar firmly 
implanted in the jawbone. 

‘“‘Now,”’ said Bruce to the policeman, “I 
will touch up this tooth with my medicine 
and then jerk it out for you myself.”’ 

He accordingly, so the story goes, applied 
his ointment freely to his tooth and then 
yanked it out without trouble or pain. 

Bruce says the demonstration satisfled the 
policeman, and he was given the recipe for 
the wonderfwi medicine.
